The most Important thing to 
prevent It Is the spitting In public places 
or anywere else where others are liable to 
the Infection ot those who are afflicted 
with tha disease. Ordinances against ei- 
pectoral Ion ought to be rigidly enforced, 
though unfortunately they era too often a 
dead 
letter. All pub'io conveyances, 


hotels, halls, theatres, churches and pri- 
vate houses as well, ought to he repeated I j 
cleansed and disinfected and in Inls way 
tha habitat of the geim of consump- 
tion would be destroyed. There Is plenty 
to learn about consumption without going 
toa laboratory or studying the germ theory.
